The  defendant  in  such  a  hearing  shall 
also  have  the  privilege  of  representation  by 
the  Student  Defender’s  Office. 

Regarding  the  administrative  propriety 
in  handling  the  violations  against  the 
Sportsmen  Club,  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean 
of  Student  Life,  clarified  Wynder’s 
jurisdiction  in  club  violations. 

“He  can  convene  an  administrative 
hearing  board  any  time  he  has  reason  to 
believe  there  has  been  a  violation  of 
university  standards,”  Cameron  said. 

Wynder  said  the  function  of  the  ASBYU 
Organization  Hearing  Board  would  be  to 
hear  alleged  violations  of  rules  such  as 
those  concerning  the  specific  times  during 
which  a  club  activity  may  take  place. 

Cameron  said  ASBYU  can  pass  any 
by-law,  as  long  as  it  is  in  compliance  with 
the  BYU  Code  of  Honor. 

“However,  if  Pres.  Oaks  heard  of  a  club 
violation  and  assigned  me  to  investigate,  I 
would  not  go  back  and  begin  at  the 
ASBYU  level,”  he  said. 

Cameron  said  he  felt  the  hearing  with 
the  president  of  the  Sportsmen  Club  was 
fair  in  that  Large  had  already  been 
informed  of  the  charges  and  should  have 
been  prepared  to  answer  the  questions  of 
the  hearing  board  at  any  time. 

However,  any  hearing  can  be  reassessed 
if  a  valid  request  is  submitted  by  a 
participating  party,  he  said. 

Wynder,  who  convened  the  hearing,  said 
he  did  not  inform  the  representative  of  the 
club  of  the  possibility  of  reassessment. 

He  added  that  he  was  sure  no  week  of 
preparation  for  defense  could  have 
changed  his  mind  about  the  case. 

“It  was  a  clear,  cut-and-dried  violation 
of  rush  activities  and  the  code  of  honor,” 
he  said.

opening  the  building.  Some 
20  scientists  will  work  at  the 
laboratory  which  is  one  of  Six 
in  the  four-state  area  served 
by  the  Intermountain  Forest 
and  Range  Ex-periment 
Station,  but  is  the  only  one 
specializing  in  shrub  research. 

Dr.  Doolittle  pointed  out 
that  shrubs  are  a  very 
important  group  of  plants  in 
Utah  and  the  West  where 
they  are  natural  components 
of  major  vegetation 
communities. 

“They  provide  food  and 
cover  for  wildlife  and 
livestock,  contribute  to  the 
’natural  beauty  of  landscapes, 
furnish  screening  on 
recreational  areas,  and  help 
stabilize  soil  from  erosion. 
Despite  their  importance, 
shrubs  have  never  been 
adequately  studied,”  Dr. 
Doolittle  said. 

Research  on  seen 
technology,  nursery  practices, 
revegetation,  ecology  and 
physiology  will  receive 
considerable  attention  at  the 
laboratory.  Research  on  the 
ecology  and  management  of 
salt-desert  shrubs  will  also  be 
headquartered  at  the  new 
building. 

Dr.  Doolittle  emphasized 
that  the  future  demand  for 
range  is  influenced  greatly  by 
the  world  demand  for  cereal 
grains  and  meat,  as  well  as  the 
demands,  cost  of  production 
and  prices  of  feed  grains  and 
stored  forages. 


BYU  would  not  be  able  to 
maintain  its  unique  standards 
if  it  were  forced  to  comply 
with  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and 
Welfare’s  (HEW) 
interpretation  of  Title  IX  of 
the  Higher  Education  Act, 
the  university’s  general 
counsel  said  Thursday. 

Title  IX  states  that  a 
university  receiving  federal 
funds  may  practice  no 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
sex.  Hal  Visick,  general 
counsel  for  the  university, 
said  HEW’s  interpretation  of 
that  law  would  prevent  BYU 
from  enforcing  its  moral  and 
dress  standards. 

Visick 11  said  if  the 
university  could  not  maintain 
its  unique  standards,  there  is 
a  “real  possibility  BYU  would 
not  be.” 

Visick;,  Marilyn  Arnold, 
special  assistant  to  the 
university  president;  and 
Bruce  Olsen,  director  of  the 
Office  of  University 
Relations,  were  the  featured 
guests  at  an  ASBYU  Student 
Forum  on  Title  IX  thursday. 

Visick  said  the  university 
would  take  its  case  against 
HEW  all  the  way  to  the 
Supreme  Court  if  that 
department  chooses  to  take 
legal  action. 

If  the  university  loses  its 
case,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
will  have  to  decide  what 
policy  to  follow.  Visick  said 
the  decision  would  be  either 
to  sacrifice  the  right  to 
enforce  many  of  the 
university’s  standards  or  to 
receive  no  further  funds  of 
any  kind  from  the  federal 
government. 

He  said  the  church 
probably  would  not  provide 


funds  for  the  school  if  it  is 
forced  to  operate  just  like 
other  universities. 

A  cut-off  of  federal  funds 
to  the  university  community 
would  affect  approximately 
8,000  students,  Visick  said. 
BYU  students  now  receive 
approximately  $7  million  in 
government  aid. 

The  money  funds  research 
and  pays  benefits  to  veterans, 
Social  Security  recipients  and 
Indian  students. 

Visick  said  HEW  has  taken 
no  official  action  on  BYU’s 
stand  yet.  There  is  a 
possibility  that  HEW  will  not 
take  the  case  to  court.  Visick 
said  he  would  not  if  he  were 
HEW’s  lawyer.  He  noted  that 
Rex  Lee,  dean  of  the  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Law  School,  is 
currently  acting  in  that 
capacity. 

Olsen  said  the  student  body 
should  remain  in  a  “holding 
pattern”  until  HEW  takes 
definite  action.  If  the 
government  threatens  to  cut 
off  funds  to  the  university,  a 
campaign  to  influence  public 
and  legislative  opinions  will 
be  undertaken. 

He  said  students  could  best 
support  the  administration  by 
becoming  informed  of  the 
university’s  position  and  the 
philosophy  behind  it. 

The  forum  guests  stressed 
that  BYU  is  not  defying  the 
law.  Miss  Arnold  said,  “We 
believe  in  upholding  the  law. 
We  believe  HEW  is  breaking 
the  law  by  imposing 
regulations  that  go  way 
beyond  their  right  to  do  so.” 
She  said  most  of  the 
regulations  are  petty  and

One  of  the  greatest  challenges  facing  the 
serious  scholar  is  the  proper  allocation  of 
time  and  energies,  Dr.  Robert  K.  Thomas, 
BYU  academic  vice  president,  told  initiates 
of  the  Phi  Kappa  Phi  National  Honor  Society 
Thursday. 

Speaking  to  21  new  members  at  the 
initiation  ceremonies  of  the  BYU  chapter  of 
the  honor  society,  Thomas  said  “There  is 
simply  not  enough  time  in  anyone’s  life  to 
give  equal  weight  to  every  task.” 

According  to  Dr.  Thomas,  addiction  in  any 
form-even  to  good  habits-is  a  poor  basis  for 
truly  significant  activity  in  this  Life. 

The  new  initiates  to  the  society  were 
chosen  from  among  all  departments  on 
campus  on  the  basis  of  scholastic 
achievement  and  good  character. 

Dr.  Barbara  Vance,  president  of  the  BYU 
chapter,  admonished  the  initiates  to  adhere 
to  the  society’s  motto,  “May  the  love  of 
learning  permeate  mankind.” 

In  his  remarks  Dr.  Thomas  identified  some 
of  the  qualities  of  the  true  scholar.  He 
warned  those  present  to  avoid  the  tendency 
toward  self-deprication.  “Even  the  would-be 
scholar  should  have  such  respect  for  the 
exactions  of  his  discipline  that  he  avoids  such 
simpery,”  he  said. 

Commenting  on  the  demands  of  scholarly 
achievement,  Dr.  Thomas  said,  “At  the  slight 
risk  of  being  misunderstood,  we  must  stand 
apart  from  the  expected.” 


Dr.  Thomas  warned  students  of  the  habit 
of  sardonic  comment,  praising  sensitive 
criticism  as  the  alternative  to  demeaning  or 
threatening  responses  by  those  who  prefer 
caustic  comment.  “Sarcasm,”  he  said,  “is 
always  the  refuge  of  the  unimaginative.” 

Another  habit  which  blocks  scholarly 
development,  according  to  Dr.  Thomas,  is  an 
addiction  to  set  responses.  “The  professional 
scholar  must  remain  open  to  the  freshness  of 
the  world  around  him,”  he  said. 

In  his  concluding  remarks,  Dr.  Thomas 
said,  “Hard  work  is  simply  expected  of  those 
who  become  scholars.”  He  indicated, 
however,  that  the  true  scholar  must 
discriminate  the  degree  of  effort  required  by 
the  task  at  hand. 

He  said,  “We  must  kick  the  habit  of 
thoughtless  addiction  to  ways  of  responding 
which  simply  inhibit  scholarly 
development.”

Parking  audit 

318  unlawful  stickers?

More  than  300  students  may  be  in 
violation  of  BYU  parking  regulations. 

An  audit  of  the  holders  of  “B” 
parking  stickers  has  found  318  students 
may  not  be  entitled  to  them,  said  J. 
Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of  Student  Life. 

The  audit,  prompted  by  an 
investigation  of  the  ASBYU 
Ombudsman’s  Office,  was  conducted  by 
BYU  Security. 

To  be  eligible  for  a  “B”  sticker, 
Cameron  said  a  student  must  have 
completed  64.5  hours  of  university 
credit. 

Of  the  318  ineligible  students  found 
by  the  audit,  “136  show  as  freshman 
students  while  182  are  beyond  the 
freshman  year,”  said  Cameron. 

“These  individuals  will  be  invited  by 
Security  to  bring  in  their  permit  and 
trade  it  for  an  appropriate  permit,”  said 
Cameron.  The  students  will  be 


contacted  by  letter,  he  said. 

Cameron  added  that  students 
receiving  letters  who  feel  they  are 
qualified  for  a  “B”  sticker  should 
present  evidence  of  their  claim  to 
Security. 

No  further  action  will  be  taken 
against  students  who  make  contact  with 
Security  to  change  stickers  or  prove 
eligibility,  he  said.  Those  who  don’t, 
Cameron  said,  “will  be  referred  to 
standards  as  in  violation  of  the  honor 
code.” 

Cameron  said  some  ineligible  students 
may  not  have  been  aware  they  were  not 
entitled  to  “3”  stickers. 

“Some  freshman  students  may  not 
have  known  the  parking  regulations  or 
read  directions  when  they  bought  their 
stickers.  We  will  look  carefully  at 
extenuating  circumstances,”  he  said. 

There  were  over  5,400  “B”  parking 
stickers  issued  this  year,  according  to 
Cameron.  He  said  the  318  incorrectly 


issued  stickers  are  not  a  great  cause  of 
congestion  on  student  parking  lots. 

The  congestion  on  parking  lots  is  also 
exaggerated,  said  Cameron. 

“We  run  a  regular  check  on  the  “B” 
parking  lots.  We’ve  surveyed  them 
during  every  hour  of  the  day,  and 
except  for  a  few  days  at  the  beginning 
of  the  semester  they  are  never  full,”  he 
said. 

Cameron  said  that  although  more  “B” 
stickers  are  issued  than  there  are  parking 
places,  there  is  never  more  than  33  per 
cent  of  the  student  body  on  campus  at 
one  time. 

“That  is  one  reason  we  over-extend 
the  ‘B’  stickers.  There  are  seldom  more 
than  8,300  students  registered  for 
classes  in  any  one  hour,”  he  said. 

To  prevent  further  mistakes  in  the 
distribution  of  parking  stickers, 
Cameron  said  the  Office  of  Student  Life 
has  asked  Security  to  develop  a  plan  for 
identifying  eligible,  recipients  of  “B” 
stickers.

A  “Thought  For  Scouters  Who  Help  Boys”  summarizes  the 
life  of  Oscar  Ammon  Kirkham: 

“One  hundred  years  from  now,  it  will  not  matter  what 
kind  of  a  car  I  drove,  what  kind  of  a  house  I  lived  in,  how 
much  I  had  in  my  bank  account  nor  what  my  clothes  looked 
like.  But  the  world  may  be  a  little  better  because  I  was 
important  in  the  life  of  a  BOY.” 

Born  on  Jan.  22,  1880,  Kirkham  studied  at  BYA  from 
1896  until  1899  and,  in  addition  to  being  noted  as  an 
accomplished  vocalist,  was  twice  president  of  his  class. 

From  1919  until  1925,  he  was  the  scout  executive  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  Council,  BSA.  He  was  associative  executive 
in  Region  12  of  BSA  from  1925  until  1941. 

In  1953,  he  was  the  recipient  of  the  Silver  Beaver  award 
and  later  received  the  Silver  Antelope  award. 

In  addition  to  his  scouting  activities,  he  served  on  the 
General  Board  of  the  YMMIA  from  August  1912  until 
October  1948.  In  1941,  he  was  called  to  the  First  Council  of 
the  Seventy  where  he  served  until  his  death  on  March  10, 
1958. 

During  a  General  Conference  address  in  April  1953,  Elder 
Kirkham  spoke  of  the  importance  of  teaching  boys  by 
example: 

“As  youth  goes,  so  will  civilization  go.  Thus  we  must 
safeguard  their  future  with  noble  example  on  the  part  of 
worthy  parents  and  leadership,  with  devoted  personal 
attention;  then  our  civilization  will  continue  to  progress.  .  .  . 

“Halt,  now;  you  can  help  a  boy.  It  may  be  the  army  he 
may  face  tomorrow,  but  today  it  is  only  a  boy  who  needs  a 
kindly  world.  These  are  precious  moments.

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BYU  has  often  been  a 
latecomer  to  trends  in  higher 
education,  according  to  a 
panelist  in  a  Thursday  session 
of  the  Higher  Education 
Symposium. 

Dr.  Hugh  Hawkins, 
professor  of  history  at 
Amherst  College,  said  BYU’s 
tendency  toward  “late 
adoption  of  patterns”  in 
higher  education  can  be  a 
tremendous  strength  and  also 
a  danger. 

He  spoke  in  a  discussion, 
“BYU  and  the  History  of 
Higher  Education.’ 8  Our 
panelist  included  BYU  Pres. 
Dallin  H.  Oaks;  G.  Homer 
Durham,  Utah  commissioner 
of  higher  education;  and 
moderator  Richard  D.  Poll, 
professor  of  history  at 
Western  Illinois  University. 

In  another  discussion, 
panelists  listed  contributions 
of  the  administrations  of 
Presidents  Harris,  Wilkinson 
and  Oaks.  Panelists  were  Karl 
E.  Young,  professor  emeritus 
of  English;" A.  Don  Sorenson, 
associate  professor  of 
political  science;  and  Wayne 
B.  Hales,  professor  emeritus 


of  physics. 

In  the  first  discussion,  Dr. 
Hawkins  said  BYU’s  tendency 
to  lag  behind  national  trends 
can  be  a  strength  because  the 
university  can  learn  from 
other’s  mistakes,  but  there  is 
a  danger  of  adopting 
outdated  patterns. 

Dr.  Hawkins  congratulated 
BYU  on  its  independence  of 
the  federal  government.  He 
expressed  fear,  however,  that 
the  functional  role  of  the 
church  in  controlling  the 
university  might  bias  such 
procedures  as  faculty 
selection  in  favor  of  those 
who  were  more  active 
religiously,  eliminating  those 
with  a  more  “cutting  mind.” 

Pres.  Oaks  replied,  “When 
we  look  for  a  cutting  mind 
we’re  looking  not  for  a 
orie-edged  sword,  but  a 
two-edged  sword,”  the  sword 
edges  being  both  character 
and  intellect. 

Pres.  Oaks  said  because 
BYU  is  independent 
financially  and  because  of  its 
ideals,  it  is  in  a  position  to 
stand  up  for  independence  in 
higher  education.

Foundation,  said  Worthington.  Dr.  Webster  will  conduct  the 
interviews  at  BYU  on  Nov.  19. 

Applicants  should  have  a  major  leading  into  the  insurance 
field,  said  Worthington.  Such  majors  include  business, 
mathematics  and  public  relations,  he  said. 

Last  year  five  BYU  students  were  awarded  Kemper 
Foundation  Scholarships,  said  Worthington. 


KILOMETER  EIGHT,  Inside  Spanish  Sahara  (AP)  —  In 
scenes  reminiscent  of  a  biblical  epic,  tens  of  thousands  of 
Moroccan  volunteers  walked  5 Vi  miles  through  a  blinding 
dust  storm  in  searing,  desert  heat  today  pn  their  “March  of 
Conquest”  into  the  Spanish  Sahara. 

They  walked  for  three  hours  to  a  point  just  four  kilometers 
{Vh  miles)  away  from  the  Spanish  so-called  “dissuasion  line” 
of  alleged  minefields,  barbed  wire  and  heavy  armored  units. 
No  incidents  were  reported. 

A  senior  police  officer  controlling  the  march  said,  “We  will 
stay  here  overnight  and  tomorrow  morning,  we  will  see.” 

The  Moroccan  government  radio  said  the  volunteers 
jubilantly  hoisted  the  Moroccan  flag  over  a  Spanish  fort  as 
they  began  their  march. 

The  advance  column  encountered  no  opposition,  the 
Moroccan  radio  said.  Spain  and  Algeria  had  threatened 
military  action  and  Spain  warned  that  a  minefield  waited 
eight  miles  inside  the  border  of  the  disputed  territory.  The 
Spanish  army  pulled  back  eight  miles  from  the  border  last 
week. 

A  commentator  who  said  he  was  broadcasting  from  the 
border  said  all  the  unarmed  marchers  who  had  massed  there 
before  dawn  crossed  into  the  Spanish  colonial  territory  near 
the  white-painted  border  fort  of  Tah,  and  soon  hoisted  the 
Moroccan  flag  over  its  walls.

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  funds 
needed  to  operate  the  house 
come  from  private  sources 
and  the  other  50  per  cent 
from  the  United  Way.

The  Timpanogos 
Community  Mental  Health 
Center  conducts  classes  for 
the  residents,  in  ceramics, 
speech,  English  and  a  number 
of  other  activities.  All  the 


residents  are  involved  in  at 
least  three  types  of  programs, 
he  said.  Some  also  have  jobs 
in  the  community. 

The  residents  also 
participate  in  a  weekly 
Family  Home  Evening  and  a 
variety  of  activities  including 
fishing  and  picnics. 

Dennett  noted  that  when 
he  and  Jan  began  managing 
the  house,  a  year  and  a  half 
ago,  it  was  really  run-down. 
The  residents  have  worked 
together  to  get  the  house 
cleaned  up  and  to  raise 
money  to  make  needed 
repairs. 

During  the  summer  the 


residents  sold  night  crawlers 
in  order  to  earn  money  to 
buy  a  television.  They  also 
farm  a  garden  located  in  the 
back  yard  which  supplies  50 
per  cent  of  their  food.  “We’re 
trying  to  be  as  independent  as 
we  can,”  said  Dennett. 

“There  is  nothing  abnormal 
about  mental  illness,”  said 
Dennett.  “It  is  just  a  problem 
that  has  been  exaggerated  by 
drugs,  alcohol,  parents,  or 
abusive  people.” 

The  Dennetts  are  dedicated 
to  understanding  and 
listening  to  the  problems  the 
residents  have.  “There’s  a  real 
message  about  people  who 
are  picked  on,”  said  Dennett.

The  BYU  football  team

Four  years  ago,  the  boot 
was  originated  as  a  “traveling 
trophy”  among  the  four 
major  colleges  in  the  state. 
Utah  State  has  held  the

over  BYU. 

USU  owns  the  series  with 
BYU,  30-17-3.

BYU’s  overall  record  in 
Logan  is  less  than 
outstanding.  The  Cougars 
bring  a  3-10-1  record  into 
Saturday’s  game.

Y  dean  to  discuss 
Mark  Twain's  life 


“Soul-butter  and  Hogwash,”  a  lecture  on  Mark  Twain  and 
frontier  religion  in  America,  will  be  presented  Thursday  at  8 
p.m.  in  A-170  JKB.  The  public  is  invited  free  of  charge. 

The  lecture,  which  is  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Utah 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  and  the  BYU  Charles  Redd 
Center  for  Western  Studies,,  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Jeffrey  R. 
Holland,  dean  of  Religious  Instruction  at  BYU.  He  earned  his 
doctorate  in  American  Studies  at  Yale  with  a  dissertation  on 
Mark  Twain’s  religious  sense  during  the  years  1835  to  1883. 

Dr.  Thomas  G.  Alexander,  associate  director  of  the  Redd 
Center,  said  Dean  Holland  will  trace  Mark  Twain’s  early  and 
remarkably  varied  religious  experience  from  his  youth  to  the 
publication  of  “Tom  Sawyer”  and  “Huckleberry  Finn.”  The 
lecture  will  cast  light  on  the  development  of  American 
religious  life  and  at  the  same  time  illuminate  the  moments  of 
genuine  religiosity  in  Twain’s  life. 


Educational  benefits  for  veterans  may  be  harder  to  get  as  a 
result  of  stricter  enforcement  of  eligibility  requirements  by 
the  Veterans  Administration  (VA). 

Bruce  Allen,  veterans  benefits  counselor,  said  the  laws 
stating  eligibility  requirement?  have  not  changed 
significantly,  but  the  VA’s  enforcement  of  the  laws  has 
become  more  strict  in  the  past  six  months. 

Changes  in  VA  benefit  policies  will  be  discussed  Nov.  13  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  Varsity  Theater,  ELWC,  according  to  Ina 
Robbins,  veterans  counselor.  Veteraris  and  verterans 
dependents  are  invited. 

Allen  said  VA  policy  states  that  a  veteran  attending  a 
university  must  be  “satisfactorily  pursuing  a  degree”  to  be 
eligible  for  educational  benefits.  In  the  past  financial  benefits 
were  given  to  students  almost  regardless  of  their  curricula  or 
academic  performances,  Allen  said. 

The  VA  now  defines  satisfactory  pursuit  of  a  degree  as 
maintaining  at  least  a  2.0  grade  point  average,  not  compiling 
an  excessive  numberof  failures  or  withdrawals  from  classes, 
and  taking  classes  leading  to  a  degree,  Mrs.  Robbins  said. 

Mrs.  Robbins  said  the  VA  has  had  problems  with  students 
cheating  or  receiving  more  benefits  than  they  are  eligible  for. 
“We  haven’t  had  as  large  a  problem  on  that  as  some  schools,” 
she  added. 

The  offending  students  fail  to  report  drops  of  classes  or 
withdrawlas  and  continue  receiving  benefits  as  full-time 
students,  Mrs.  Robbins  said.

Weight-losing  hopefuls 
face  fat  foods  dilemma 


Sportsmen  denied 


Running  a  few  laps  around 
the  track  in  the  Smith  Field 
House  can  really  be 
invigorating,  especially  when 
the  runner  keeps  going  for  a 
long  time  or  at  a  rapid  pace. 
A  little  perspiration  might 
develop  and  with  luck  the 
runner  might  lose  a  pound  or 
two. 

With  all  the  benefits  that 
can  be  derived  from  use  of 
the  running  there  are, 
however,  two  great 
temptations  that  exist:  the 
snack  bar  and  the  food 


machines. 

Not  just  runners,  but 
basketball  lovers,  weight 
lifters  and  many  others  find 
a  little  snack  refreshing 
before  or  after  a  workout. 
And  the  facilities  for  food, 
especially  “fat  foods”  are 
readily  available  at  the 
fieldhouse. 

The  variety  of  foods  that 
can  be  found  with  very  little 
effort  is  almost  comparable 
to  a  small  bakery.  There  are 
various  kinds  of  goodies  to  be 
had,  including  doughnuts,

In  a  recent  administrative  decision,  the  Sportsmen  Club 
was  told  it  no  longer  would  be  recognized  as  a  club,  and  that 
its  charter  was  revoked. 

The  board  that  held  the  hearing  and  made  the  decision  was 
well  within  its  limits  of  power. 

But  the  way  the  case  was  handled,  regardless  of 
administration  policy,  still  leaves  some  questions 
unanswered: 

Why  was  the  case  handled  through  an  administrative  board 
rather  than  through  ASBYU,  which  has  provided  in  its 
bylaws  a  method  of  reviewing  wrong  actions  of  campus 
clubs? 

Were  the  club’s  members  given  the  opportunity  to  prepare 
a  proper  defense  -  were  they  allowed  ASBYU  constitutional 
guarantees? 

An  alternate  method  of  handling  such  a  problem  is 
provided  for  in  the  ASBYU  bylaws.  The  bylaws  call  for 
aboard,  made  up  of  students  not  connected  with  other  clubs 
of  the  Organizations  Office,  to  hear  the  complaints  and  come 
to  a  decision  about  what  action  should  be  taken. 

The  bylaws  also  allow  the  accused  ample  time  to  prepare  a 
defense  and  even  specify  that  the  Student  Defender’s  Office 
help  him. 

Cetainly,  in  a  case  which  is  a  clear  violation  of  standards, 
ASBYU  should  not  be  allowed  to  determine  the  guilt  or  the 
sentence.  But  the  Sportmen’s  “rating  game”  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  cafeteria  hardly  falls  into  this  category. 


Teach  child  right 


It  was  simply  a  stupid  rush  activity  which  proved  to  be 
more  embarrassing  to  the  Sportsmen  than  anyone  else. 


At  last  week’s  hearing,  the  Sportsmen  were  given  almost 
none  of  the  rights  guaranteed  in  the  ASBYU  bylaws. 


Only  one  student,  John  Plocher,  Organizations  vice 
president  was  on  the  board  that  heard  the  club.  The  club 
president  was  given  no  chance  to  prepare  a  defense.  He  was 
simply  confronted  at  the  hearing  with  the  charge  and  asked 
for  an  explanation. 


Perhaps  a  better  course  of  action  would  have  been  to  first 
let  ASBYU  handle  the  problem  as  provided  in  its  bylaws.  If 
either  group  was  unsatisfied  with  the  results,  the  decision 
could  then  be  appealed  to  the  administration. 


Perhaps  the  ASBYU  method  has  not  proved  to  be  an 
efficient  one,  but  it  would  seem  to  be  much  more  fair  to 
allow  the  accused  to  be  tried  before  a  group  of  peers  with 
ample  time  to  prepeare  a  defense  than  to  simply  call  them  in, 
then  issue  a  verdict  and  sentence  through  the  mail. 


There  is  nothing  which  tends  to  strike  fear  into  the  hearts 
of  Utah  Mormons  more  than  the  word  pornography. 
Although  most  claim  never  to  have  seen  any  pornographic 
materials,  the  majority  seem  to  be  well-supplied  with  the 
graphic  details  by  others  who  have  seen  them.  Whenever  the 
word  pornography  is  mentioned  there  is  often  unanimous 
agreement  that  the  only  way  to  stop  it  is  to  shut  down  the 
girlie  magazine  stands  and  impound  the  films. 

Unfortunately,  such  an  attitude  tends  to  contribute  to  the 
basic  misunderstanding  of  the  pornography  issue  that 
presently  exists.  As  the  1970  president’s  Commission  on 
pornography  and  obscenity  describes  it:  “Discussion  has 
often  been  carried  on  with  few  facts  available  and  the  debate 
has  necessarily  reflected,  to  a  large  extent,  prejudices  and 
fears.’  The  issue  has  unfortunately  tended  to  revolve  around 
how  best  to  control  what  may  be  deemed  as  a  “prurient 
misuse  of  free  agency.” 

If  one  wishes  to  develop  an  objective  and  informed  opinion 
concerning  how  best  to  deal  with  the  pornography  problem, 
a  few  facts  should  be  kept  in  mind.  The  following 
information  is  taken  from  the  1970  Commission  report: 

-Empirical  research  has  found  no  evidence  to  date  that 
exposure  to  explicit  sexual  materials  plays  a  significant  role 
in  the  causation  of  deliquent  or  criminal  behavior  among 
youth  or  adults. 

—The  most  frequent  purchaser  of  explicit  sexual  materials 
is  a  college-educated,  married  male,  in  his  thirties  or  forties, 
who  is  of  above  average  socio-economic  status. 

—Even  where  materials  are  legally  available  to  them,  young 
adults  and  older  adolescents  do  not  constitute  an  important 
portion  of  thepurchasersof  such  materials. 

—Direct  and  open  conversation  about  sex  is  both  the  basic 
right  and  responsibility  in  American  society  of  the  family 
heads  —  the  parents. 

Furthermore,  the  Commission  notes:  “Sexual  information 
is  so  important  and  so  necessary  that  if  people  cannot  obtain 
it  openly  and  directly  from  legitimate  sources  and  through 
accurate  and  legitimate  channels,  they  will  seek  it  through 
whatever  channels  and  sources  are  available.” 

In  light  of  these  facts  it  appears  that  the  key  to  the 
elimination  of  pornography  lies  in  proper  family  education 
and  not  simply  in  the  closing  of  shops  or  movie  theatres 
which  deal  in  pornogrpahic  material. 

If  the  goal  is  to  eliminate  pornography,  then  more  effort 
has  to  be  expended  in  the  proper  education  of  both  children 
and  adults,  in  a  family  setting,  concerning  sex  and  sex-related 
subject. 

Morality,  to  quite  an  oft-used  phrase,  cannot  be  legislated: 
it  must  be  taught  in  thome.

New  York  financial  problems 
partly  result  of  federal  policie 


Residents  of  fiscally  solvent  cities 
who  look  down  their  noses  at  New 
York’s  financial  troubles  are 
over-looking  some  of  the  federal 
responsibilities  laid  on  New  York. 

Of  the  heavy  municipal  budget,  the 
single  largest  expenditure  goes  to 
welfare.  Relief  rolls  for  the  1960s, 
which  was  the  most  prosperous  decade 
in  the  nation’s  history,  tripled  in  New 
York.  Today  one  of  every  eight  New 
Yorkers,  or  more  than  one  million 
people,  is  on  welfare. 

Two  aspects  of  the  huge  welfare 
problem  deserves  federal  attention. 
When  the  U.S.  Government  subsidized 
mechanization  of  agriculture  in  the 
1  950s  and  1960s,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  poor  southern  blacks 
moved  north.  They  were  attracted  by 
the  possibilities  of  jobs  in  a  huge  city 
and/or  the  promises  of  high  welfare 
payments  in  New  York. 

New  York’s  welfare  benefits  are  the 
nation’s  highest,  a  $2.4  billion  annual 


city  bill.  A  family  of  four  gets  $258  a 
month  along  with  $  1 30  for  rent,  as  well 
as  food  stamps  and  free  medical  care. 

This  sounds  as  if  the  urban  welfare 
recipient  has  it  made.  Yet  Norman 
Macrae,  editor  of  Great  Britain’s 
publication  “The  Economist”  recently 
reported  following  a  trip  to  U.S.:  “Life 
for  the  urban  poor  became  unmitigated 
hell. 

“Crime  in  their  home  areas  soared, 
family  structures  were  destroyed. 
Education  and  other  public  services 
rotted,  cheery  if  dirty  inner  cities 
became  neurotic  and  dirtier  inner  cities. 
At  a  cost  in  social  welfare  expenditures 
that  rose  from  $24  billion  in  1950  to 
$242  billion  in  1974,  America  sprouted 
a  welfare  system  that  more  often 
crippled  than  aided  its  clients  and  their 
neighbors.” 

When  the  Statue  of  Liberty  was 
dedicated  Oct.  28,  1886,  in  New  York 
harbor,  public  attention  was  focused  on 
the  bronze  plaque  inscription  which 


contains  the  words:  “Give 
tired,  your  poor,  your  huddle 
Today  New  York  is  recipl 
waves  of  such  newcomers: 
poor  and  the  near-penniless  ii 
New  Y ork  is  the  main  port  o 
most  immigrants  to  Am< 
present  flood  the  city  has  bi 
to  accept  is  an  unlimited  in 
from  Puerto  Rico.

Editor: 

I  agree  with  Tom  Shaw’s 
sentiment  but  I  find  I  cannot 
entirely  agree  with  his 
application.  I  agree  that  the 
Daily  Universe  has  an 
obligation  to  be  free  and 
objective  in  news  reporting. 
(Basically,  we  don’t  seem  to 
have  enough  awareness  of 
what’s  happening  in  that 
theater  to  bias  AP  articles, 
anyway.)  Freedom  of  the 
press  has  a  fitting  place  in 
democratic  institutions. 

May  I  point  out,  however, 
that  BYU  and  the  church  are 
not  democratic  and  have  no 
such  obligation?  Shaw’s 
parallels  with  democratic 
institutions  do  not  apply  to 
the  theocratic  institutions  of 
the  church  and  BYU. 
Common  consent  is  not 
democracy,  for  the  laws  of 
the  gospel  do  not  bend  to 
public  opinion.  Specific 
policies  instituted  by  the 


university  are  not  subject  to 
student  review  as  are  acts  of 
Congress.  We  must  be  careful 
in  publicly  criticizing 
university  policies  (which 
carry  the  endorsement  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees). 

The  purpose  of  public 
protest  is  to  marshal  public 
opinion.  It  is  ridiculous  to 
enlist  public  protest  over 
policies  which  by  their  very 
nature  are  not  susceptible  to 
public  sway.  If  we  disagree 
with  university  policy,  public 
objection  only  stirs  up 
stingless  hornets,  the  only 
benefactor  being  the  ego  of 
the  instigator.  This  is  really 
the  domain  of  private  protest. 

I  will  agree  that  the 
administration  is 
conservative.  I  am  sure  that 
they  are  not  complacent. 
When  mistakes  are  made  in 
the  implementation  of  policy, 
when  we  might  have  cause  to 
complain  on  the  back  page  of 
the  Universe  (think  of  Seals 
and  Crofts),  the 
administration  usually  beats 


us  to  the  punch,  and  on  the 
front  page  at  that. 

I  do  not  think  that  the 
trustees  of  the  university  are 
so  lax  as  to  allow  the 
administration  to  sit  on  its 
heels,  but  if  this  happens,  if 
the  administration  is  in  error, 
we  have  no  need  to  engage  in 
public  protest;  a  friendly 
letter  to  the  appropriate 
official  will  serve  as  nicely  as 
one  to  the  Universe  (perhaps 
better,  as  I  don’t  know  how 
many  of  them  spend  their 
time  reading  letters  to  the 
editor).

can  relate  in  principle 


Education  should  not  merely  be  a 
preparation  for  the  future,  but  should  teach 
a  student  to  live  richly  now.  Living  life  fully 
at  any  given  moment  is  the  best  preparation 
possible  for  the  future. 

So  spoke  John  Dewey,  a  prominent  leader 
in  American  education  during  the  early 
1950’s. 

From  this  point  of  view,  the  process  of 
education  should  be  an  enjoyable  one,  as  a 
student  actively  pursues  individual  interests 
under  the  guidance  and  tutelage  of  teachers 
experienced  in  the  field.  A  store  of 
knowledge  gained  in  such  a  manner  can 
provide  the  tools,  the  framework  and  the 
take-off  point  for  transforming  a  dream  into 
a  reality. 

So  many  students,  however,  give  the 
impression  of  attempting  to  back  into  being 
educated.  In  essence,  they  collect,  sort  and 
file  facts,  with  little  comprehension,  of  a 
fact’s  original  context- other  than  the  basic 
realization  that  “biology”-facts  belong  under 
“science”,  and,  “art”-facts  belong  under 
“fine  arts”. 

All  facts  within  a  particular  subject  have  a 
working  relationship  with  all  other  facts, 
regardless  of  the  subject  heading,  through 
the  principles  that  the  facts  present. 


Some  of  these  relationships  are  more 
apparent  than  others.  Factual  knowledge  of 
biology  and  anatomy  work  closely  with  an 
art  student’s  knowledge  of  basic  design 
principles  in  the  creation  of  a  work  of  art. 

Other  relationships  are  not  so  easily  seen, 
but  do  exist.  Frequently,  it  is  their  discovery 
that  is  called,  in  awe,  genius.  Gregor 
Mendel’s  awareness  of  mathematical  ratios 
enabled  him  to  deduce  the  presence  of  two 
independent,  inheritance-governing  factors 
in  garden  peas.  His  discovery  of  the 
relationships  between  these  two  seemingly 
unrelated  fields  has  formed  the  basis  for 
much  of  current  genetic  knowledge.
